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The Price of Land and the Yalue of Land,
A good many {armers hiave besn philaso-
phan'. but not many farmers study the
philosophy of their own business. Oune of
the starting points in that is the enquiry
“Has land, of itsalf, any monoy value?"
and, when this is snswered in the negative,
us wo think it must be, then comes the
question “ What gives to lsod a money
value 2 Sull further in the investigation
arines the query, ¥ What is the relation be-
twoen the mopey priee and the money value
of land 7"

It is impossible to discuss oven one of
thess questions Tully in & newapaper article.
In propounding them we merely wish to
auggest themn to our thioking readers na
aubjnota for reflzetion, and we propose only,
in addition, to give a few of the results of
our own thinking upon thom.

It sooms to us that lind has no money
valus exnepl a8 the result of huwmay Iator.
But all human labor that is spest upon land
doon not impart value to if and not many
kinds of homan labor impart more than
a tampornry value to it Further, in order
to impart valus to lund the labor of men
nesd not necssanrily be expended upon the
land itself,

When the United States government
offers and sells its wild land, say in Dakols,
for u #1.20 an acre, this price reprosents the
protestion the government exteuds to the
settler, and the costs attending the wurvey
and sale,  When the sats government sells
it alternnte sections of land in & rallroad
grant for #1050 per nere, the extra price
ropresanta e labor expanded In the con-
atruction of the road, which has been paid
for with the alternate sections reserved to
the railrosd compsuy, When a sattler on
these publie lands resells hin claim for
2500 an sore, the price in exoess of cost
ruprmsants eithar s own labor exponded oo
the land, or the labor of others expended in
the vielnity, or both. When & village or
city springs up near & farm, and the value
of the Inud goes up Lo, say, 830,00 per aars,
that price represants labor done and enpitul
expended in and about that village or eity.
The eapital thore expendad reprosentid aod
wis the produet of labor done slsewhere.
And when s man buys a tract of land noar
n proposed town site and waits until the
value goes up from 25,00 to B0 per aere,
the lwat price ropresents partly the lubor
and oapltal expended in the town, and
partly {nterest on the capital luvested lu the
purohase of the tract,

When in & Vermaont township half of the
people conclude to smigrate to Dakots, and
tako what they possess of movable property
and the money price of their land with
them, the value of land in that owaship is
deprecinted by the withdrawal of so much
labor, and of 80 much money repressuting
the savings of previous labor. Value has
besn transfered from Vermont to Dakota,
but in weither place is there any more or
nuy lesu lind, nor i the lawnd any better or
worse, or any more or Jeas valuable, sxcept
a8 the result of the transfer of labor and the
navings of labor.
S0 far in megard to the value of land.
Now wo will say a littlo about the price of
land. When a country breomes fully pop-
ulated, like England or Fraucs, for inslance,
aud fudosd over-populated so far as ita food
products are concerned, new eloments eome
in to increase the price of land, There is
compatition between buyers until the priee
goed up Lo the point whers aven the moat
akilful farmer doss not believe he onn muke
ROy money st any higher price for the land,
This Is the condition of things in France,
where the land s mostly owned by the
farmers, The land ia divided up into small
farwan, oneh one highly cultivated. The
|laws in France do not favor the engrosmont
of land in faw hands,—a beneficent result
of the French revolution. Hat in Esgland,
where the pressure of sristooracy has bean
lewn, and where indastrial progress has fur
nished food to a large part of the people
outaide of the products of the home woil,
there never lias beon s révolotion in the
interest of the ¢ommon people, aud the land
by mecumnlated in o few hands.  Nover
tholess there, na everywhiers, the valoe of the
Iand has rested on the value of what it pro-
ducen. “T'he social aud political importanes
which, iu Eogland, is attached o the pos
wosion of land (mewbership of this * laoded
aristocrnoy ') had put up tha price of laud
